Dear President Falconer,- 


As Chairman of the Student Committee of the Dominion Council 
of the Young Women's Christian Associations of Canada, I have been 
as die to lay before you some matters concerning the welfare 


£ the women students in the Faculty of Education. 


It is very gratifying to learn through our travelling student 
secretaries that the women students of our higher institutes of 
learning appreciate greatly the opportunities for helpful inter- 
course afforded them by residential life. Wherever residences are 
found, we feel there is made possible a fuller and better 
porportioned student life. It is to be regretted, however, that it 
has not been feasible as yet to provide the women of the Paculty 
of Education with such advantages, and it is to this end that I 
desire to address you now. 


The fact that many of the students in the Faculty of Education 
come from homes where the financial resources are limited, and that 
many of them ere very young, brings with it the difficulty of such 
young women being forced to live in lodging houses without the 
safeguard which a Faculty of Education Residence would afford. 


Again the very fact that these students are soon to be leaders 
in hundreds of centres, and that the course requires only one year's 
attendance at the Faculty of Education, makes it all the more 
pressing that they should have the very best equipment socially as 
well as intellectually. 


There is, moreover, a most urgent need of a aes of Women, to 
have oversight of the community life of our Faculty of Education 
women students. It is an exceedingly difficult and een delicate 
situation when young women have no women member of their staff, and 
no Dean of Res idence to whom they may bring their problems, and from 
whom they may ask counsel at any time.

In view of the foregoing considerations, may we call your 
attention to the urgency of the immediate establishment of a 
Residence for Faculty of Education women students, and to the 
appointment of a suitable Dean of Women to act as advisor and 
in the many relationships of modern student life.

February 9, 1917—Introduced by Senator BARWIG. Referred to committee on 


Edueation and Public Welfare. 


A BILL 


To create section 391 of the statutes, relating to a training school for public 


service at the university. 


The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do 


14 


enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to read: See- 
tion 591. 1. The board of regents of the state university shall establish 
and maintain, beginning with the academic year 1918—1919, a training 
school for public service. Such school shall be a professional school and 
shall be devoted to practical training for the service of the state of Wiscon- 
sin or of any county or municipality therein, or of civie organizations. 

2. <A full professor of public administration shall be appointed for serv- 
ice at the beginning of the academic year, 1917—1918. Such professor shall 
be the dean of the training school for public service. Under the direec- 
tion of the president and the regents of the university such dean shall work 
out appropriate courses of study, requirements for admission, conditions 
for graduation, character and supervision of field training and other educa- 
tional and administrative problems relating to such school. The depart- 


ment of education, or any department of the university, shall assist in such 


14a work. 


Bill No. 208, 8. 
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3. Persons who have satisfactorily completed the work required in the 
training school for public service shall, upon graduation, receive a proper 
university degree and a diploma in public administration stating the par- 
ticular character of their training. No person shall receive such diploma 
unless at least one-third of his total credits in such school shall be for actual 
work in municipal, county, or state departments or im quasi-public work 
and unless he shall have submitted a thesis dealing with an actual problem 
of municipal, county or state service based on actual service or in contact 
with such service and approved by the head of the department of such mu- 
nicipality, county or state with which such problem is principally con- 
cerned, 

4. Any member of the faculty of the university of Wisconsin may he 
required, under rules prescribed by the regents, to give instruction in such 
school. 

5. Such school shall provide adequate supplementary training for per- 


sons now in county, municipal or state service. 


SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publication.
